AN ACT authorizing the borrowing of money on the faith and credit of 
the State, to pay certain State bonds heketofore issued. 

The people of the St Pie of Wisconsin, represented in 
&nate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

§ 1. For the purposl of paying the fifty thousand LOan of WAWA 
dollars of State bonds, which fitll due on the fifth day 
of April, 1857, a loan of fifty thousand dollars is hereby 
anthorized and required to be made on the faith and 
credit of the State in the form hereinafter specified. 

§ 2. The Governor, as soon as practicable, after the For „non& to 
passage of this act, shall cause to be prepared State be !sailed. 

bonds with coupons attached, of the State of Wiscon-
sin, for the sum of one thousand dollars each, to the 
number of fifty, and shall execute the same as the Exe-
cutive of the State. for and on behalf of the State, and 
cause the great seal of the State to be affixed thereto ; 
said bonds to be made payable at the Bank of North 
America in the city of New York, five years.  from the 
first day of April, A. D. 1857, with interest at the rate 
of six per centum per annum, payable semiannually at 
the said Bank of North America, on the first day of 
April and October of each year, from the first day of 
April, 1857, to the first day of April, 1863. 

§ 3. The bonds and coupons when so executed, the How negotiated. 
Governor shall negotiate on or before the first day of 
April next for the purposes expressed in this act ; Pro. 
vickcl, That on or before the expiration of fifteen days 
after the passage of this act, Any holder of the bonddis-
sued under an act entitled "An Act to authorize the 
borrowing ot money," etc., approved April 14, 1833, 
shall have a preferred right to subscribe at par for an 
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equal to the aulount ai.par 	the boLtis r,t; initi by him, • 
and the money arising from the sale of all said bonds, 
shall be deposite d with the Treasurer of the State, and 
be applied by him for the purposes specified in this act.

therein, as ascertained from the last returns made to 
him by the Clerks of the several Boards'of Supervisors,

§ 1. Section one hundred and seven of chapter ten of 
the revised statutes is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows, viz : —
